As a matter of I'aet, 
tlie Act siiys nothing about either pass- 
ing or I'PBi.isuDioj-but'merdy pi^-vides) 
tbnt tlio thing shall be doiie by Ordei 
in Council. As a matter of (lonstiti-.- 
tionul law, an <.)rder in Council, like a 
Proelaniation, is not quitdiened or, in 
other words, is inopcrativo nidil pub- 
li-h(id; so that "Nve were quite correct iu 
making the stutemont wedid. But we 
wviv justified bh ahothdrgi-'ound. Un- 
til (piite ro(!cntly, applicants were offi- 
cially inlorniod that tho Governmeiit 
WHS not yet iu a jjositiou to make free 
grants ! We suppose \ifo Jfihall now 'be' 
told that the official inalriiig THAT Bt(i(e- 
jnenfc was not ' '8i)eclallj' instructed to 
do so"! \Voll, nt any rate we have 
compelled them to do what ought to 
have been done in the first place — issuk 
the Order in Council. But, perhaps, 
thei most iextraordinary "part of the 
Chief Commissioner's article is its con- 
cdusion. Wo are told that, inasmuch 
as tlie Harnsou cases has not yet been 
decided, our allusion to it was, tlicre- 
foro, "in very bad taste." The public 
will doubtless remember that, in July 
last, we published Judge Gray's deci- 
•sion on Harrison's 2)etition; and it can 
ficnrcply be forgotten in wlnita humilia- 
ting light it placed the administration. 
Surely it will not be seriously con- 
tondod that the facts set forth and fio 
sciverely ahiiriadverted upon in 
that published decision aro not 
legitimate matter fornowspapor criticism! 
Doubtless a humiliated Ministry, especi- 
ally tho Chief Ooraniissioncr, would glad- 
ly have it so; but the public and the press 
are not likely to concede that point. It 
is no doubt extremely unpleasant for tho 
]^Iinistry to bo reminded of the incisive 
irony with whieh tho Judge denounced 
their conduct on that occasion; l)nt that 
is no fault of ours. It is the natural fruit 
of their own double-dealing' and iiiipriii-, 
ciplcd trickery. In so far as, ihp merits! 
of Harrison's claim ia conecrii'ed, this 
journal has religiously observed a be- 
coming reticence, calmly awaiting the fit- 
ting time for unveiling not only the con- 
duct but tlio utolivct; of the Connnissioner; 
and whenever the veil shall bo lifted, tho 
puLlie will osclaiin, "Xo wonder the 
Judge was shocked! " AVo have merely 
to remark that tho statement now made 
by the Chief Commissioner, 'touohing tho 
merits of tho case, is nltogether erroneous, 
and M-holly inconsistent wini'hia stato- 
nieiits made in anolher way. It is in 
direct conflict with facts!

A local paper says "the two con- 
trasted are as dissimilar as sponger slate 
and.n^ble. '' That nsed in the building 
is full of sorious defects. It is coarse; it 
will split and laminate easily in the di- 
rection of its lines of .■ilratilieation; it re- 
ceives moisture and softens, and, worst of 
all, it is formed of slaty layers, the ten- 
dency of whicii is to soparato svud fall on 
the outside."
